ORDER. 


(Gazetted April 1st. 1924). 


WHEREAS by Article 2 of the Plant Protection Ordinance 4924, the 
High Commissioner is empowered to appoint Plant Inspectors, 

AND WHEREAS by Article 3 of the Ordinance, the High Commissioner 
may declare what may be deemed to be a disease or a pest within the mean¬ 
ing of the Ordinance, 


IT IS hereby ordered that 

(a) the following officers of the Department of 
Agriculture are appointed Plant Inspectors: 

Agricultural Entomologist, Chief Inspector, 

Inspector of Agriculture, Northern Circle, 

Inspector of Agriculture, Southern Circle, 

All Agricultural Assistants, 

Plant Inspector, Haifa, 

Plant Inspector, Jaffa; 


(b) the following diseases and pests are 
declared to be diseases and pests within the meaning of the Ordinance: 


(i) the various species of Broom Rape (Orobanche spp.); 

(ii) Dodder (Cuscuta monogyna. Vahl.); 

(iii) the Beetle Borer of almond trees (Capnodes carbonaria. Klug); 

(iv) Black Scale (Aspidiotus ficus. Riley); 

(v) Red Scale (Ghrysomphalus aurantii. Mask); 

(vi) Fig Scale (Ceroplastes Rusci. Linn); 

(vii) the migratory Locust (Acridium migratorium. Stephens); 

(viii) the Mediterranean Fruit Fly (Ceratitis capitata. Wied); 

(ix) the Phylloxera of the grape vine (Phylloxera vastatrix. Planchon) : 

(x) rats, mice, and allied rodents, which attack growing crops.
